Glass Plam Here.

It wns faivly undervatood by the oiti
zonk of thls plasce and the Stnr Gloes
Compuny that if a glass plint was
erected here that the Ol Cliy Fuel Sup-
ply Company would furnish ges for
munufacturing purposes at 8 conts per
thousand, the ssme rate the shme eom-
pany was furnishiog gas to the gless
plaots at Falls Creek amnd DuBois, but
when the manager of the Star Glass
Company went to the gus oflee the first
of Iast woek to make contract for gas he
was informed that the compuny would
not enter Into & contract to furnish gas
for less than 10 cents per thousand.
This was not only o surprise (o the gluss
company but also to our citizens, It
looked us if the gas company was dis-
eriminating  between the Star Glass
Company snd the gluss plants st Falls
Creck and DuBols, and rather than be
diseriminnted ngniost in that way the
Klnss company declded that they would
not bulld the glass plant at Reynolds-
ville.

The citizens had promised the glass
company 8 cont gas und folt under ob-
ligation to do all in thelr power to se-
oure that rate, not only to make their
promise good, but to Keep the glass men
from leaving the town. A commitiee
composed of Mayor H, Alex Stoke, E.
A. Ferrln, Dr, W. B. Alexander and
S. B, Elliott went to Oll City Thursday
to consult with the head men of the
gos company and ses il they could not
secure the 8 cent rate. They were In-
formed that the company would not
muke a botter rate than 10 cents, but
were wlpo informed that the contructs
of the plants st Falls Creok and DuBole
would soon explre und that the gas com-
pany would not renew those contracts
for less than 10 cents,  This will put
the glass plants in this section on the
same rate and the Swtar Gluss Company
decided to remain ut Reynoldsville. 1t
would hsve been n very black eye for
the town had the glass plant been
knocked out.
